A NEW LAW NEEDED. 


From the Chicago Times. 


Which law shall define clearly and 


definitely the relation of every public 
man, in official life, to his own private, 
unofficial business. ,The present gtntu* 
of the Blame 
investigation, together 


with many others of a similar charac- 
ter, goes to show that the views of 
many men are badly mixed upon this 
subject, and that there are many points 
involved in the relationship indicated 
which need elucidation. Among others, 
the following questions press for solu- 
tion : Shall a man in public, official 
life be allowed to carry on any private 
business during his term of service ? 
If so, how far and what kinds are per- 
missible ? 
If ha does not maintain 


business connections outside of his ofti- 
yirtl duties, how w the officeholder, at 
tho present rate of compensation, to 
support himself and family during his 
official term ? 


The preient standard of public sen- 


timent is moat unfair to the officeholder 
in every reapect. 
If he attempts to 


legulatc the official compensation so that 
that the office shall be self-supporting 
and independent of all outside revenues, 
then the ory of "salary grab" is raised, 
and the man is hounded out of office 
into private life with a load of infamy 
on his name and record. 
If he at- 


tempts to carry on an outside business 
in connection with his public, official 
duties, and happens to be successful, 
and. gets rich, then the suspicion is at 
onoe aroused that the. man has been 
officially dishonest, and has been using 
bia position to advance the interests of 
his private fortune. 
If he avoids both 


horns of this dilemma, remains poor 
whilo in office, and retires in debt, the 
man himself is so disgusted with official 
life aa to decline renomioatiot, and so 
deprives the country of tho results of 
all his previous experience. 


It needs only a littlo candid reflection 


to discover th^t if an officeholder ia 
allowed to engage in.business during 
hia official term, hia business will be 
profited more or lesa by hia official posi- 
tion and opportunities. 
And this, too, 


whether the official incumbent desires 
it or not. 
It is literally and thoroughly 


an unavoidable sequence of his name 
and standing among men. 
He 
will 


arrive at the knowledge of some facts 
through an acquaintance with logisla- 
tion and legislators and other officehold- 
ers, which ho would not have acquired 
in private life. 
Can he avoid using 


this knowledge to hia own private ad- 
vantage ? 
Yes, he can, but will IK; 


ought hi' ? Not one in a million but 
would answer in tba negative. A sup- 
port be must receive and since his offi- 
cial compensation is insufficient for this 
purpose, if he can earn money legiti- 
mately and honorably, and without det-

method suggested involves a fundamen- 
tal modification, if not an absolute rer 
versa!, of our present political system^ 
but tho hccond is entirely feasible and 
practical. 
Tho establishment of such 


a law would at ouce do away with » 
great amount of go-flallcd political, cor- 
rup'tiuB,teil1irt'r by mating Jii impossible 
to carry on private business while in 
official life, or in accurately defining 
how and by what methods it shall be 
conducted and to what extent. 
, As it is, the whole matter is at sea, 
and wo have apparently begun a never- 
ending succession of investigations and 
examinations into the lives and actions 
of 
every man' who is unfortunate 


enough to bo engaged in the public 
service. Jt is in reality putting a pre- 
mium upon persecution to allow an of- 
ficeholder to engage in business, politi- 
cally ruin him if he happens to be suc- 
cessful, or force him into shame and 
into debt through public parsimony, if 
he is not.
